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HOW U. S. IS MEETING FARMERS 
HALF WAY IN ECONOMIC 
IMPROVEMENT 


A review of the most significant 
steps that have been taken in the 
last few years to benefit the eco- 
nomic condition of the farmer is 
contained in an article by Carl Vroo- 
man, assistant secretary of agricul- 
ture, published in the forthcoming 
Yearbook of the department. In this 
article Mr. Vrooman points out that 
for 50 years the United States de- 
partment of agriculture has _ been 
studying how to increase production 
on the farms, but that it is only very 
recently that stress has been laid on 
a study of the problem of making 
that production profitable. In the 
past, he says, there has been a mis- 
taken theory that everybody is inter- 
ested in increasing agricultural pro- 
duction, but that nobody but’ the 
farmer is interested in making that 
production profitable. 

That this theory has at last been 
recognized as fallacious is indicated 
by important legislation enacted in 
the last few years. Prominent in 
this legislation was the creation, in 
1913, of the Office of Markets and 
Rural Organization. The creation of 
this office, says Mr. Vrooman, ‘was 
an innovation of epoch-making  sig- 
nificance.’ This office represents 
the first attempt on the part of the 
government to remedy through sci- 
entific investigation the waste and 
extravagance in our present meth- 
ods of distributing and disposing of 
farm products. Long before there 
was any official recognition of the 
need for this step, the farmers them- 
selves have realized the necessity for 
it. The Grange movement, the Far- 
mers’ Alliance movement, and the 
Populist movement were all inspired 
by the conviction on the part of the 
producers that organization on their 
part was essential to improvement 
in their economic condition. The as- | 
sistant secretary points out that} 
while many of the specific remedies 
demanded by the leaders of these | 
mevements were impracticable, 
basic demands were just, and he em- 
phasizes the necessity of applying;

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THE TRUTH ABOUT POULTRY 
California Cultivator: Mr. W. H. 
Macy, one of our subscribers, makes 
reference to an article written by 
Francis F. Lincoln, which appeared 
in the Rural New Yorker some 
months ago. It is a common sense 
business man’s view of the poultry 
business. It contains some warn- 
ings and suggestions which make it 
well worth reading. Here it is: 


A Changing Business 
The poultry business has a more 
shifting personnel than any other I 


know of. People are _ constantly 
starting, and after a few years many 
of them are stopping. They may 
have but a dozen hens, they may 


have a hundred or they really make 
it their business and have several 
hundred or thousands; the estab- 
lishments vary from a mother hen on 
a dozen eggs in a little A coop to 
a large-scale plant complete, costing 


several thousad dollars. Almost all 
expect to find big profits. General- 


ly there comes a grand awakening, 


and many give it up. 
Claims and Realities 
The causes for this state of af- 
fairs are several. It is a peculiar 


thing that a few hens will do very 
much better than a large flock. Peo- 
ple do not fully realize this for many 
reasons; at poultry shows hen fever 
runs high, and many malignant cases 


of “chickenpox” are contracted. In 
their conversation and in their ad- 
vertising some breeders make all 


sorts of extravagant cleims for their 
birds. Equipment makers reinforce 
these claims with unnumbered testi- 
monials telling of 85-95 per cent 
hatches, rearing with practically no 
loss, and flock after flock averaging 
from 175 eggs per hen up. These 
letters may be genuine, but they are 
misleading and mischievous in that
